Tho u gh p ro mising fidelity to 
the p o licies o f De Gau lle, P o m ­ 
p ido u has p ledged to be mo re 
liberal, p articu larly in fo reign 
affairs, and p ro mised to enlarge 
his go v ernment to bring in new 
faces and ideas.

m any o thers disdain enro llm ent because o f a m isg uided 
no tio n that they are to o g o o d fo r it—that they are “ in­ 
dependents." 
Independence in v o ting is a g rand thing . 
But this 
co untry ’s g o v ernm ent is built o n a party sy stem and 
no o ne can participate fully in the electo ral pro cess w ith­ 
o ut being an enro lled party m em ber. 
Enro llm ent in 
any party do esn ’t curtail 
“ independence.” 
Ho w o ne 
v o tes is a perso nal m atter co m pletely unaffected by 
w hether o ne happens to belo ng to o ne party o r ano ther. 
But it do esn’t do any g o o d to be enro lled and then 
no t ex ercise this rig ht o f citizenship.

1 92 0s W arning Ag ain 


When William M cC hesney Martin Jr., chairm an o f 
the Federal R eserv e Bo ard, warned o f the dark day s o f 
the 1 92 0s during a particularly big spurt in the eco no m y 
a few y ears ag o . the co untry paid no heed. The fo rmer 
v ice chairm an o f the bo ard, C. Canby Baldersto n, o nce 
m o re warned abo ut the 1 92 0s at the annual co nv entio n 
o f the D. C. Bankers Asso ciatio n the o ther day , and w e 
ho pe his warning will he heeded. 


Baldersto n was co ncerned by the shifting o f to o m uch 
o f the natio n’s sav ing s fro m pro ductiv e purpo ses to fi­ 
nance m erg ers and takeo v ers and the surprising repo rts 
o f im pro v em ent in pro fitability that stem s fro m “ acco unt­ 
ing g y m nastics." 
He added, the real peril is that if 
pro cedural g im m ick s hide the truth, they m ay lead to 
ev entual disillusio n am o ng inv esto rs. 


This is a new attack o n the m erg er trend a ccelerated 
by co ng lo m erates. The sig ns that Baldersto n sing led o ut 
to the bankers are. as he put it, "the sm ell o f po ssible 
hazard" in the rapid increase in the turno v er o f dem and 
depo sits. 
In sev en leading metro po litan areas, the d e ­ 
po sit turno v er jum ped to the pheno m enal rate o f 1 5 
per cent last y ear. 


That led to his declaratio n that ho pes fo r speculativ e 
g ains based upo n paper pro fits are rem iniscent o f the 
1 92 0s and the terrible afterm ath y ears. 
That is when 
the sto ck m arket crash bro ug ht o n the bank ho liday and 
the depressio n that fo llo wed. Only . Baldersto n no w sees 
the m isuse o f sav ing s fo r m erg ers seem ing to bring 
paper pro fits, that o ne day co uld disillusio n depo sito rs 
and br.ng o n the crash. That is a lo ng sig hted v iew, which 
depo sito rs a* well as bankers sho uld ex am in e carefully .
